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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 2 is objected to at 
line one because "two fixing recessed" is incomplete. A word such as -notches- should be 
added after "recessed" or the word "recessed" should be changed to -recesses— to complete the 
sentence. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Butler in 
view of Budrow et al. 

The device as claimed is substantially disclosed by Butler with a contacting surface 
disposed on the outside surface of the base for securing the base 4, two first guiding portions 1 1 
communicating the outer surface of the base to the inner surface of the base having a first 
diameter, two second guiding portions 15 aligned with the first guiding portions and 
communicating the inner surface with the outer surface of the base having a second diameter less 
than the first diameter, a hole 1 3 disposed between the first and second guide portions, two 
locking portions 9 having a hand knob, a guiding section, a working section, and a conical 
section 14, but lacks the hole 13 being threaded and a corresponding threaded section on the two 
locking portions to control the movement of the two locking portions out of and into the base to 
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mount the device to a workpiece, a working portion containing vertical and horizontal lasers, and 
two fixing recessing in the first and second end respectively of the base. Budrow et al teaches 
using rotatably adjustable mounting pins via a screw type system to control the movement of the 
support pin in the base. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to make the hole of Butler threaded and the two locking 
portions being correspondingly threaded as taught by Budrow et al to better control the 
movement of the mounting pins relative to the base. Budrow et al also teaches including vertical 
and horizontal lasers on a mountable base having levels to project an alignment line vertical and 
horizontal as desired. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to add vertical and horizontal lasers in the device of Butler as 
taught by Budrow et al to project alignment lines horizontally and vertically to extend the level. 
Budrow et al finally teaches using recessed notches in the ends of the base to align the base with 
a marking on the workpiece. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to use recesses in the ends of the base of Butler as 
taught by Budrow et al to align the base of Butler with alignment marks on the workpiece before 
securing the device to the workpiece.
